best business portion of Waterbury. 
Conn., la In ashes this morning as a 
result of a great flre tlmt raged 
ten 
hours last night and this morning. 


The District bounded by Exchange 


place. Hank street. Grana street and 
Jjouth Main arc practically wrecked. 
The loss Is placed at three million 
dollars. 


Several times during the 
early 


morning hours the firemen got the 
•flames under control but a heavy wind 
ptartcd the blaze afresh. 
In all about 


one hundred business houses were de- 
stroyed In an area of four acres. 


The city Is now practically under 


martial law. Hundred of homeless 
sre being sheltered at the Armory. 
•City Hall.'-churches and other public 
places. 


Mayor Kllduff-sald this morning 
•that though tho suffering was grievous 
a call for financial aid from outside 
•cities would not • be made. 
Many 


-were Injured while the flre was rag- 
Ing by falling on the Icy pavements 
and being trampled 
upon by 
the 


crowds that filled the streets.

'OF THE INSANE 


Warrants for the Support of County 


Asylums Are Issued, Aggregat- 


ing $376.923.88. 


Madison. Wls., Feb. 3.—The secre- 


tary of state has Issued warrants for 
tho maintenance and care of 
the 


chronic Insane in county 
-asylums. 


Tho twenty-eight counties maintain- 
ing such asylums will receive sums 
ringing from $1,000 to $22.000. 
The 


state pays $l.fiO a week for the care 
and keep of every chronic Insane per 
son In these asylums. 
Counties not 


having -any asylum 
pay a slmlllar 


amount for each of Us chronic Insane 
In tho asylums of other counties and 
also $12.50 per annum for clothing. 
Consequently counties having 
asy- 


lums of this character recelre $1(18,- 
">0 per year for non resident patients 
and $78 a year for resident patients. 


Of tho $370.923.88 to bo paid to 


counties having these asylums this 
year $95.2f.9.71 has boon collected 
from counties not having such Insti- 
tutions, 
nock county will receive 


$13.7115.55.

TERRIFIC STORM 


SWEEPS OVER EAST 


Railroads Are Crippled and Telegraph 


Lines Down—Snow a Foot or 


More Deep. 


New York, Feb. 3.—Railroads 
are 


tied up and telephone and telegraph 
lines are. down as the result of 
a 


terrific storm which swept over the 
country from the groat lakes' to the 
Atlantic seaboard.

New York City felt the full force 


of the windstorm, but escaped ' the 
heavy snowfall that has played havoc 
with traffic further west. 
At one 


time on tho bav the hurricane attain- 
ed a velocltv of soventy-flve miles an 
hour, but beyond a few parted haw- 
tiers no damage was done to shipping. 


The city Itself 
was less fortunate. 


Chlmncvs, signs and bill boards were 
blown down, and In a few cases huge 
allow windows were forced In 
and 


shattered by tho blasts.

Hallroads will be the heaviest suf- 


ferers as tho lines In Western Nexv 
York are seriously hampered by the 
snowfall, which at some points reach- 
r-d a depth of nearly a foot. 


Sunday's storm continues through- 


out the state and alone the Jersey 
coast. The Mohawk Vallev |H exper- 
iencing the worst blizzard since '88. 
The countrv roads arc blocked with 
snow and tho railroad traffic is great- 
ly Impeded.

tain authority of tho fighting Boers 
tor their proposals and then

STUMBLE AND A SHOT 


James Churchill, seventeen 
years 


ot age, son of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Churchill of the town of Porter, was 
the victim of a terrible accident yes- 
terday afternoon, which cost him his 
life. 
His death was caused by the 


accidental discharge of a shot gun In 
the hands of a companion named 
Monthi. 
The load struck him 
In 


the back of the head Just at tho baso 
of the brain, and 
plowed a. furrow 


through the skull and brain to the 
forehead, "Killing him Instantly. 


Out Hunting Rabbits 


As near as can be learned. Young 


Churchill started out yesterday with 
Willie and James Churchill, his cou- 
sins, the sons of William Churchill, 
and Albert Ellis and Charles Monthi. 
to hunt rabbits In the woods about 
three-quarters of a -mile south 
of 


Us home. 
They had tramped a long 


distance through the woods and had 
killed several rabbits, the victim of 
the shooting having one suspended 
Irom his neck by a string.when 
he 
was killed. 


They wore walking along through 


the woods Churchill a short distance 
In front of Monthi, both of them car- 
rying tholr guns cocked to be ready 
to shoot anything that Jumped up. 


Carried His Gun Cocked 


They had traveled along In 
this 


manner 
for some 
distance when 


Monthi caught his toe on a stub and 
stumbled. 
In trying to save himself 


from falling he Involuntarily pressed 
the trigger to his gun causing It to 
1:0 off. the cntlro 
charge 
hitting 


Churchill In the back of the head. The 
muzzle of Monthl's gun was so close 
to Churchill's head when It was tils- 
charged that the name from the muz- 
zle-burned hl» hair. 


Was Instantly. Killed 


When the 
charge 
struck 
him 


Churphlll made one convulsive move- 
rr.er.t of his hands towards his head, 
dropped his gun and fell over 
back- 


wards and was dead before he struck 
tho ground. 
Monthi, 
when 
ho 


saw the result of his shot fainted dead 
away and when he came to asked Al- 
bert Ellis to shoot him. saying 
"I 


don't want to live any longer. 
I did 


not moan to do-It." 


Churchill's companions were terror 


stricken when they saw the result of 
the accident and dropped tho gun and 
started for the home of Michael Rlloy 
a short dlstanco away. 
They were so 


frightened that they left their guns 
where they dropped them and would 
not go back to them. 


Body Carried Home 


Mr. Rlley at onco hitched up a wag- 


on, drove over to where Churchill 
lay. 
They picked him up and car- 


ried him to his father's home. 


The boys hurried on ahead of- the 


wagon to Inform the parents of the 
accident, Monthi. went Into the house 
ahead of the rest of the boys and run- 
ning up to Mrs. Churchill threw his 
firms around her neck, began to cry. 
s-aving. "I've done It; I have killed 
Jimmy." 


Mr. and Mrs. Churchill were neart- 


l-roken over the news but 
tried to 


comfort Bonthl, 
who 
was 
almost 
crazy. 


Mr. and Mrs. Churchill had been on 


a visit to their daughter. Mrs. Frank 
Henah of the town of Center and had 
rnrrled Jimmy, part way to his uncles 
where he met tho rest of the boys. His 
mother's last words to him when he 
left the wagon were "Jimmy be care- 
ful of your gun," lie answered back. 
"I will, mother," anil the next time 
she saw him was when he was brought 
to tho home dead

Doctor Could Do Nothing 


Dr. McManus was nt once summon- 


ed from Edgerton but there 
was 


nothing he could do outside of dress- 
ing the wnunds when he arrived. He 
examined the dead boy and found 
tho charge had plowed a 
furrow 


through the skull and brain about the 
i Ize of the bore of the gun. which 
was a fourteen guago. from the baso 
of the brain to tho frontal bone where 
it stopped, and that death must have 
icon instantaneous. 


Justice D. L. Earle of the town of 


Porter, Issued a venire for a coroner's 
jury and an Inquest • was held this 
morning 
The Jury brought In'a ver- 


dict of accidental death from a gun 
shot wound caused by Charles Monthi 
and exonerated him from any criminal 
intent. 


The young man was just coming 


into manhood and was a general fav- 
orite In the community where 
he 


lived. 
His terrible ending will be a 


_il shock to his many friends, both 
it his home and In this city where 
he was employed for a time by the 
Janesvllle Machine company. 


He leaves to mourn his death be- 


sMcs a broken hearted father 
and 


mother one brother.
